On the other hand, the invention of the 
present application with this constitution exhibits an advantageous effect of having excellent flame 
retardancy. 

Claim 12 

The subject matter of claim 12 appears to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1-3 
cited in the ISR. 

Documents 1-3 do not describe that a flame retardant molding material contains the said 
specific flame retardant resin composition. On the other hand, the invention of the present 
application with this constitution exhibits an advantageous effect of having excellent flame 
retardancy. 

Claim 13 

The subject matter of claim 13 appears to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1-3 
cited in the ISR. 

Documents 1-3 do not describe that a molded article is obtained by molding the said specific 
flame retardant resin composition. On the other hand, the invention of the present application with 
this constitution exhibits an advantageous effect of having excellent flame retardancy.
